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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Regarding Applicant's remark on page 3 wherein Applicant's state the amended claims are made in response 
to U.S. patent Number 6,002,671 ("Kahkoska"), to be discussed later, and not in response to the specific rejections made by the 
Examiner, The Examiner notes that the proposed amendment "B" (paper number 8 dated 06/11/02) does not over come the art rejection 
(see paper number 7 dated 4/4/02 "Final") because Applicant's fail to distinguish the means and method of executing general test 
commands (see Applicants general independent claim language). Dipperstein alone discloses, "test commands" for testing 
telecommunication link, irrespective of its configuration (e.g. 2 or 4 wire), or the type of signals that may be conveyed over the link 
(analog or digital). Dipperstein indeed, discloses "test commands" for a callback mode, which allows an unmanned slave test set to 
return a voice call (i.e. without the participation of an attendant craftsperson (column 7 lines 57 - column 8 lines 51). Dipperstein also 
discloses "LINE IDENTIFICATION MODE" see column 7 line 57 - column 8 line 51. 
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
